Germany, shocked by recent 
reverses, is facing a m ilitary 
and political crisis, but the 
Allies must open a second 
front in Europe this year if 
t hey hope for a quick victory. 
Hie Russians declared today 
on the second anniversary of 
Hitler’s invasion of the Soviet

Krefeld, Germany Lambasted By 700 RAP 
Bombers; 44 Fail To Return; Wellingtons 
And Flying1 Fortresses Pound Port 
Of Naples, Italy In Day And 
Night Assaults 


london, June 22 ( A P )— United States bombers attacked 
the German Ruhr in daylight today in swift succession to a 
pulverizing RAE night raid on Krefeld, just inside the Ger­ 
man border. 
Tt was the first attack by U. S. bombers on this vital area 
so often smashed by heavy British night raiders. 
More than 700 heavy bombers raided Krefield, making the 
attack one of the R A F’s heaviest of the year. 
The United States bombers also attacked Belgian targets. 
It was stated authoritatively that a large force of U. S. 
bombers attacked the Ruhr. 
The bombing operations were supported by United States, 
RAE, Dominion and Allied fighter squadrons. 
Coal, Coke, Iron. Steel Center 
The Ruhr is about 50 miles long and 40 miles wide, and it 
produces roughly about three-fourths of German coal, four- 
fifths of her coke and about two-thirds of her iron and steel. 
The British attack on Krefeld was one of the heaviest 
of the aerial offensive. 
The British lost 44 bombers— the heaviest for any single 
attack this year— but the Air Ministry communique which 
described the raid as “very heavy and concentrated’* and 
delivered in “great strength” indicated that the assault ap­ 
proached the 1,000-bomber class. 
Coast observers said the daylight raiders crossing toward 
northern France in two waves were Fortresses of the United 
States Air Force.
